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WILL  'LITTLE  RED  HOUSE'  SURVIVE? 

Hill  Development 
Stopped  in  its  Tracks 
By  Supes'  8-3  Vote 


Will  this  "little  red  house"  at  19th  and  De  Haro  Streets  fall  victim  to  the  wrecking 
ball?  Fate  of  the  house  will  be  decided  May  9  at  a  hearing  of  the  Board  of  Appeals.

By  a  vote  of  8-3,  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Supervisors  said  "no"  April  30  to 
a  controversial  plan  to  subdivide  a  parcel 
of  land  at  1 9th  and  De  Haro  Streets 
on  which  developers  have  proposed  to 
demolish  a  historic  house  and  build  eight 
market  rate  condominiums. 

Although  a  few  neighbors  had  testified 
in  support  of  the  development,  the  deve- 
lopers' plans  had  drawn  fire  over  recent 
months  for  a  variety  of  reasons. 

In  addition  to  opposing  demolition  of  the 
"«t«e  red  \iouse"  currently  on  the  property 
many  neighbors  and  environmentalists  also 
want  to  save  the  greenery  and  trees  plan- 
ted over  the  last  18  years  by  next-door- 
neighbor  Barbara  Deutsch  specifically  to 
attract  butterflies  and  birds.  One  tree  and 
a  nunmber  of  plants  have  already  been  cut 
down  by  the  property's  new  owners. 

Opponents  of  the  development  had  also 


raised  questions  about  the  width  of  the 
lots  to  be  created  by  the  proposal,  the  lack 
of  an  Environmental  Impact  Report,  and 
the  initial  submission  of  a  map  that  did 
not  show  an  existing  house  on  the  prop- 
erty. 

The  Supervisors'  vote  followed  a  week  of 
efforts  by  District  10  Supervisor  Sophie 
Maxwell  to  meet  with  developers  Kevin 
Dill  and  Guy  Bristow,  as  well  as  with  next- 
door-neighbors  Barry  and  Barbara  Deutsch, 
to  see  if  a  compromise  could  be  worked 
out. 

When  none  developed,  Maxwell  asked 
her  Board  coUeaguej  to  vote  "no"  on  Ihe 
subdivision  map  —  the  only  issue  that 
could  legally  come  before  the  Supervisors. 
"There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  community 
outcry  over  this  project,  and  the  process 
by  which  it  was  created,"  Maxwell  said, 
stressing  that  a  "no"  vote  would  "send  the 
development  back  to  the  process." 

Supervisor  Aaron  Peskin,  who  also  played 
a  major  role  on  this  issue,  charged  that 


the  development  violated  several  of  the 
grounds  under  which  the  Board  is  able  to 
deny  a  subdivision  —  the  development  map 
is  inconsistent  with  the  City's  General  Plan, 
the  design  is  inconsistent  with  the  General 
PIan.,thu  development  is  inconsistent  with 
the  open  spact  provisions  of  ihe  General 
Plan,  and  the  site  is  not  consistent  for 
development. 

Even  though  the  Planning  Dept.  had 
found  the  subdivision  proposal  consistent 
with  the  Plan,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
may  make  an  independent  finding,  Peskin 
said. 

Both  Supervisors  Chris  Daly  and  Jake 


McGoldrick  countered  claims  that  "infill 
housing"  built  on  open  space  would  solve 
the  city's  housing  crisis.  "A  lot  of  decis- 
ions have  been  made  without  neighborhood 
input,"  Daly  noted.  "We're  not  going  to 
build  our  way  out  of  the  housing  crisis  by 
building  market  rate  housing."  McGoldrick 
stressed  that  "We  don't  need  more  market 
rate  housing,"  and  added,  "The  city  should 
conserve  what's  still  good,  usable  and 
sound." 

Voting  to  disapprove  the  subdivision 
proposal  were  Supervisors  Maxwell,  Peskin, 
Daly  and  McCoidrick,  as  well  as  Mark  Leno,

Neighborhood  Concerns  Presented  at  CEC-Sponsored  Workshop 

Power  Plant  Expansion  Raises 
Environmental  Justice  Issues 


A  special  workshop  sponsored  by  the 
California  Energy  Commission  (CEC), 
was  called  on  April  12  at  the  Potrero 
Hill  Neighborhood  House,  because  CEC 
staff  determined  that  the  proposed 
power  plant  expansion  presents  poten- 
tial environmental  justice  issues,  since 
the  neighborhoods  surrounding  the  plant 
within  a  three  mile  radius  have  large 
populations  of  minorities  and  existing 
high  levels  of  industrial  pollution. 

Mirant  Corporation,  a  subsidiary  of 
Georgia-based  Southern  Energy,  owns 
the  existing  Potrero  Power  Plant  near 
23rd  and  Illinois  Streets,  and  is  pro- 
posing to  more  then  double  generating 
capacity  at  the  site.  The  proposed  pro- 
ject would  expand  the  existing  Potrero 
plant  from  a  peak  capacity  of  about  540 
megawatts,  to  about  900  megawatts. 
Among  other  health  and  environmental 
issues  raised,  the  plant  expansion  would 
increase  particulate  emissions  locally 
by  110  tons  every  year.  If  approved,  the 
plant  is  expected  to  be  built  and  online 
by  2003,  and  it  would  be  licensed  to 
operate  for  40  years. 

Assemblywoman  Carole  Migden^who 
serves  on  the  California  State  Assem- 
bly Committee  to  solve  the  stale's 
energy  problems,  said  through  an  inter- 
mediary that  she  flatly  opposes  the  plant 
expansion.  Migden  aide  Eric  Potashner 


stated  that  the  Assemblywoman 
"appreciates  our  critical  need  to  increase 
energy  supply  and  boost  conservation 
efforts  in  order  to  sustain  our  economy 
and  way  of  life."  However,  he  said,  the 
construction  of  new  plants  must  be  ac- 
complished in  a  way  that  "minimizes  the 
risk  to  the  public's  health  and  welfare," 
particularly  in  areas  such  as  Hunters 
Point  and  the  Potrero. 

"Migden  is  in  complete  opposition  to 
the  proposed  expansion  of  the  Potrero 
Power  Plant,  "  said  Potashner,  who  added. 
"Constructing  another  large  natural  gas 
fired  plant  that  will  release  toxic  sedi- 
ments into  the  air,  in  a  highly  residential 
area  that  conttains  70  schools,  48  daycare 
centers  and  a  dense  cluster  of  heavy 
polluting  industries  is  clearly  unacceptable. 

In  addition  to  Migden's  opposition,  the 
Dogpatch  Neighborhood  Assn.,  the  North- 
west Bernal  Neighborhood  Assn.  and  the 
Precita  Valley  Neighborhood  Assn.  have 
all  recently  passed  resolutions  opposing 
the  plant  expansion. 

Karen  Pierce,  chair  of  the  Southern 
Waterfront  Citizens  Advisory  Committee, 
registered  concern  at  the  workshop  that 
the  California  Energy  Commission  is  only 
analyzing  the  direct  impacts  of  the  pro- 
posed new  plant,  rather  than  considering 
the  total  cumulative  impacts  of  heavy 


industry  in  the  area,  given  the  district 
already  has  high  rates  of  disease  linked 
to  local  pollution.  "We  have  been  fight- 
ing hard  to  clean  up  the  air  here,"  she 
said.  "We  don't  want  to  see  any  gains 
we've  made  through  years  of  struggle 
to  be  erased  by  the  impacts  of  another 
new  power  plant." 

Other  concerns  were  raised  about  the 
proposed  cooling  system  for  the  plant, 
which  would  circulate  228  million  gallons 
of  heated  water  back  into  San  Francisco 
Bay  every  day.  The  cooling  system 
could  impact  marine  life  and  the  delicate 
bay  ecosystem,  and  could  pose  health 
problems  to  low-income  subsistence 
anglers  and  sport  fisherman  who  fish 
near  the  plant. 

,     Some  citizens  criticized  the  CEC  for 
a  poor  job  of  outreach  with  the  local 
minority  community,  and  a  poor  job  of 
public  information  with  the  entire  City  of 
San  Francisco.  "This  is  a  workshop  on 
environmental  justice,  yet  there  are 
very  few  people  of  color  here,  and  no 
one  representing  the  Potrero  Housing 
Development,"  noted  Marie  Harrison, 
an  editor  with  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
View  newspaper  that  has  criticized  the 
plant  expansion  plan. 

Dick  Millet,  a  long-time  Potrero  Hill 
activist  and  member  of  a  citizen  task 
force  on  the  plant  raised  concern  that 


the  proposed  plant  expansion  has  not 
been  covered  by  the  mainstream  press, 
and  asked  whether  the  CEC  was  holding 
similar  workshops  in  other  parts  of  San 
Francisco.  "You're  talking  about  impacts 
within  three  miles  and  six  miles  of  the 
plant.  That's  almost  all  of  San  Fran- 
cisco," he  said.  "This  is  an  issue  for  the 
whole  City,  not  just  for  us  on  Potrero 
Hill.  Why  aren't  you  doing  outreach  in 
other  neighborhoods?" 

A  preliminary  CEC  staff  recommenda- 
tion on  the  proposed  plant  expansion  is 
expected  sometime  in  late  May,  and 
the  CEC  is  expected  to  sponsor  addi- 
tional public  meetings  on  the  project. 
Meanwhile.  District  10  Supervisor 
Sophie  Maxwell  has  called  a  special 
hearing  on  the  project  for  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  Health  and  Environment 
Committee.

Before  Board  of  Appeals  May  9

Tom  Ammiano,  Gerardo  Sandoval  and 
Matt  Gonzales.  Voting  for  the  development 
were  Supervisors  Gavin  Newsom,  Leland 
Yee  and  Tony  Hall- 

"This  ih  ihe  first  time  in  a  lot  of  years 
that  the  development  community  has  been 
toid  'no'."  emphasized  attorney  Chris  Cole 
who  represents  the  Deutsches  in  their 
opposition  to  the  development. 

Denial  of  the  subdivision  plan  does  not 
automatically  cancel  the  city  permit  to 
demolish  the  historic  little  red  house 
currently  located  on  the  property.  Even 
before  the  Board  vote,  a  hearing  had 
already  been  scheduled  before  the  Board  of 


Appeals  on  May  9  to  call  for  a  re-hearing 
on  the  demolition  permit. 

The  City  requires  that  a  residential 
building  cannot  be  demolished  unless 
permits  are  in  place  for  something  else  to 
be  built  at  that  location.  The  Supervisors' 
denial  of  the  subdivision  may  indeed  make 
those  previously  issued  permits  moot,  and 
opponents  of  the  demolition  will  make  thai 
case  before  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

It  also  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the 
developers  of  the  parcel  —  who  were 
planning  to  build  eight  market  rate  units 
on  the  land  —  will  now  be  willing  to  come 
up  with  a  different  proposal  more  likely 
to  get  Board  approval,  with  fewer  units  — 
and,  of  course,  much  smaller  profits. 


Supervisors  Pledge  Funds 
To  Address  Seniors'  Needs 


In  April,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Supervisors  honored  their  pledge  to  the 
senior  citizens  of  San  Francisco,  and 
authorized  $2  million  to  be  allocated 
from  the  off-street  parking  tax  and 
General  Fund  reserve  to  the  Department 
of  Aging  and  Adult  Services  to  address 
unmet  needs  in  the  senior  community, 
and  to  provide  infrastructure  support 
to  the  non-profit  agencies  that  contract 
with  the  City  to  serve  the  senior 
community.  The  Supervisors  who 
voted  for  this  allocation  of  funds  not 
only  showed  their  commitment  to  help- 
ing the  senior  citizens  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, but  also  displayed  a  great  in- 
tegrity in  honoring  their  campaign 
promises. 

This  $2  million  will  feed  hundreds  of 
homebound  seniors,  allow  people  to  age 
in  place  with  dignity,  and  assist  San 
Francisco's  seniors  to  access  the 
community-based  services  they  so 
desperately  need.  The  diverse  group  of 
non-profit  agencies  who  feed  our 
seniors,  transport  them  to  medical 


appointments,  and  advocate  for  their 
dignity  and  independence  have  long 
been  understaffed  and  lacking  resources. 
Despite  a  growing  senior  population  and 
increasing  City  budgets  over  the  past 
decade,  little  attention  has  been  devoted 
to  the  needs  of  the  senior  community, 
until  now. 

Currently,  there  are  about  170,000 
seniors  in  San  Francisco.  According  to 
1990  Census  projections,  our  senior 
population  of  people  age  85  and  older  in 
San  Francisco  will  grow  by  63%  to 
31,000  by  2010.  Updated  2000  Census 
figures  .to  be  released  in  the  next  month 
will  show  the  actual  growth  of  our  senior 
community  in  the  last  10  years,  as  well 
as  projections  for  future  growth.  Under- 
standing just  how  our  senior  community 
has  grown  will  only  serve  to  reinforce 
the  critical  need  for,  and  the  timeliness 
of  this  supplemental  allocation.

A  deal  that  would  secure  Potrero  Hill's 
Esprit  Park  for  the  City  recently  won 
enthusiastic  approval  from  two  of  the 
three  city  boards  needed  to  okay  the 
agreement  —  and  the  third,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  is  expected  to  hear  the 
matter  beginning  this  month. 

The  deal  that  was  struck  between  the 
Esprit  Corp.  and  the  City  —  following 
years  of  effort  by  Friends  of  Esprit  Park 

—  was  announced  Feb.  12.  It  calls  for 
Esprit  to  donate  the  t.wo-acre  Esprit 
Park  on  Minnesota  Street  to  the  city  in 
exchange  for  development  assurances 

—  with  a  waiver  of  planning  fees  — 
that  will  enable  the  corporation  to  sell 
its  four-acre  parcel  on  Illinois  Street. 
A  corporate  campus  is  envisioned  for 
that  site,  which  currently  houses  the  Es- 
prit outlet. 

On  March  20,  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Commission  passed  a  resolution  urging 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  accept  Es- 
prit Park  after  Redevelopment  Agency 
approval. 

The  Rec  and  Park  Commission  stressed 
that  Esprit  Park  "is  extensively  used  by 
residents  of  Potrero  Hill  and  the  Third 
Street  Corridor"  and  added  that  "the 
current  need  for  parks  and  open  space  in 
the  eastern  portion  of  San  l-rancisco 
continues  to  be  a  high  priority  as  this 
area  is  developed  with  residential  and 
commercial  uses."    xhe  Rec  and  Park 
Dept.  has  budgeted  one  gardening  posit- 
ion in  its  proposed  Fiscal  Year  2001-2002 
Budget  for  Esprit  Park  "to  ensure  its 
maintenance  by  the  city." 

One  month  later,  on  April  17,  the  sec- 


ond of  the  three  approvals  was  secured 
when  the  Redevelopment  Agency  Comm- 
ission voted  to  authorize  the  Owner  Par- 
ticipation Agreement  (OPA)  with  the 
Esprit  Corporation. 

The  last  of  the  three  approvals  must 
come  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
District  10  Supervisor  Sophie  Maxwell, 
in  whose  district  Esprit  Park  falls,  is 
prepared  to  introduce  a  resolution  auth- 
orizing the  city's  Director  of  Property 
"to  accept,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the 
conveyance  of  the  Park  from  Esprit  in 
accordance  with  the  OPA."  It  will  aiso 
note  that  upon  the  recording  of  a  "duly 
signed  and  acknowledged  grant  deed 
from  Esprit  together  with  a  signed  cert- 
ificate of  acceptance  from  the  City,  the 
Park  shall  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  City's  Recreation  and  Park  Depart- 
ment." 

Maxwell  has  requested  that  the  park 
resolution  (File  #0107:17)  be  reassigned 
from  the  Finance  Committee  to  her  Pub- 
lic Health  and  Environment  Committee. 
In  addition.  Board  of  Supervisors  Presi- 
dent Tom  Ammiano  has  come  aboard  as 
a  co-sponsor. 

The  resolution  will  be  heard  before  the 
Supervisors'  Public  Health  and  Environ- 
ment Committee,  at  City  Hall,  Room 
263,  on  Tuesday.  May  8  at  10  a.m. 
Members  of  this  committee  are:  Sophie

BUDGET  CUTS  THREATEN  MIDDLE  SCHOOL 

Potrero  Hill  Middle  School's  new  principal,  Judy  Kell.  prepared  to  face  the  latest  round  of  massive 
Stale  budget  cuts.  Although  voters  had  approved  the  1989  Proposition  98.  guaranteeing  schools  40 
percent  ofthe  State  budget.  Governor  Pete  Wilson  threatened  to  suspend  the  measure  in  the  face  of  the 
growing  Stale  budget  crisis.  This  could  mean  a  loss  to  the  SF  School  District  of  $22  million. 
Preliminary  layoff  letters  were  sent  to  27  teachers,  half  of  the  school's  teaching  staff.  One  result  would 
mean  the  elimination  of  most  six  period  elective  courses,  such  as  music,  art.  shop,  and  literature 
enrichment,  Kell's  intention  was  to  keep  money-saving  measures  as  far  from  the  classroom  as 
possible,  preferring  to  lose  administrators  and  counselors,  and  keeping  class  size  low. 

POLICE  CAPTAIN  AIMS  FOR  IMPROVEMENTS 

Police  Captain  Rich  Holder  hoped  to  start  new  programs  that  would  emphasize  the  common  needs  of 
the  various  groups  in  the  area  ,  rather  than  what  sets  them  apart.  A  beat  cop  plan  was  to  go  into  effect 
July  I .  getting  the  officers  out  of  Ihe  patrol  cars  and  back  on  the  streets  ,  Four  of  the  seven  beat 
officers  would  be  women  The  captain  started  the  ROSES  program,  (Residents  of  the  Southeast  Sector) 
a  way  to  mobilize  people  from  all  Ihe  communilies  within  Ihe  precinct. 

CITY  OK'S  18"'  AND  ARKANSAS  PROJECT 

Addition  of  changes  and  conditions  led  to  a  4-3  vote  in  the  Planning  Commission  lo  approve  a 
conditional  use  permit  for  the  plan  to  build  "affordable"  artist's  live/work  units  and  market  rate 
condominiums  on  (he  vacant  land  at  1 8'^  and  Arkansas,  The  commission  insisted  that  the  condos  could 
not  be  built  until  the  live/work  spaces  were  also  under  construction  The  Commission  also  required 
lhat  10  percent  ofthe  condos  be  designated  as  permanently  affordable  to  household  wiih  income  that 
does  not  exceed  120  percent  ofthe  median,  lhat  is,  with  purchase  prices  in  the  $120,000-$  140,000 
range  rather  than  the  $240,000-$260.000  range  the  developer  had  proposed, 

mLL  KIDS'  ARTWORKS  ADORN  CITY  BUS  KIOSKS 

Hill  children,  part  of  an  arls  program  at  the  Polrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House,  submitted  individual 
and  group  work  to  the  Arts  Commission,  who  chose  the  works  to  be  used  in  new  sidewalk  kiosks  in  a 
city-sponsored  art  program.  The  works  were  displayed  in  26  locations  along  Market  Street  from  the 
Ferry  Building  to  Van  Ness  Avenue  The  kiosks  were  presented  by  the  Gannett  Transit  Shelter 
company,  who  agreed  to  donate  $125,000  a  year  from  advertising  revenues  in  the  new  kiosks,  lo  fund 
new  arts  programs  and  defray  Ihe  cost  of  cleaning  outdoor  art  works,

Peninsula  Museum  of  Art.    Blanche  Phillips  Howard   had  a  retrospective  al   the  Concourse  Gallery 
of  Bank  of  America's  World  Headquarters.

Remembering  Sam 

A  Theater-Lover  Who  Left  His  Heart  in  San  Francisco 


The  Polrero  View  editor  and  I  rem-  i 
ber  Sam  Elkind  very  well. 

Our  81 -year  old  brother,  who  died  April 
22  after  a  lengthy  illness,  was  one  of 
that  rare  breed  of  traditional  true-blue 
San  Franciscans.  Although  he  lived  most 
of  his  54-year  marriage  with  Betty  in  the 
East  Bay,  there  would  be  no  mistaking 
that  Sam  left  his  heart  in  San  Francisco. 

The  "City"  was  the  catalyst  for  his  life- 
long passion  for  the  theatre,  which  was 
nurtured  in  no  small  part  by  close  friend- 
ships with  many  aspiring  "wannabes." 

Sam,  and  Carol  Channing,  studied  und- 
er legendary  drama  teacher  "Skippy" 
PoUand  at  Lbwell.High  School.  In  subse- 


quent years  when  she  performed  on  behalf 
of  Lowell,  or  at  San  Francisco  State, 
Channing  always  insisted  that  "Sammy 
play  the  piano  when  I  sing  'Hello  Dolly'." 

After  a  Signal  Corps  hitch  in  World 
War  II,  Sam  returned  to  campus  life  at 
San  Francisco  State.  (As  part  of  his  S.F. 
State  curriculum  Sam  was  an  activities 
director  at  the  Potrero  Hill  Recreation 
Center,  on  Arkansas  Street.) 

He  then  earned  advanced  degrees  at 
Stanford  and  Columbia  Universities  .and 
spent  several  years  as  drama  teacher  at 
El  Cerrito  High  School.  Then,  when  San' 
Francisco  Stale  beckoned,  Sam  joined  the 
institution's  faculty  as  drama  professor, 


establishing  himself  to  a  legion  of  stud- 
ents as  "Dr.  Sam." 

He  inspired  many  of  his  students  to 
follow  careers  in  show  business.  Sam. 
especially  "kvelled"  over  Graham  Thatch- 
er and  Annette  Bening  whom  he  consider- 
ed among  his  most  talented  disciples. 

One  of  his  proudest  achievements  was 
the  molding  of  a  special  event  that  has 
become  an  SRO  gathering  of  theatre 
buffs.  Starting  25  years  ago,  he  brought 
theatre  lovers  to  the  United  Kingdom  for 
a  unique  two-week  feast  of  London's  best 
offerings.  They  not  only  saw  top  plays, 
but  had  dialogues  with  actors,  directors, 
playwrights  and  critics.  The  series  has 
flourished  and  evolved  into  a  twice- 


yearly  happening  with    long  waiting 
lists. 

Sam's  passion  for  the  theatre  was  up- 
staged by  his  love  of  family:  his  wife 
Betty,  two  daughters,  a  son-in-law,  and 
three  grandchildren. 

Sam  was  no  stranger  to  the  Potrero  Hill 
Neighborhood  House  activities,  largely 
due  to  sister  Ruth's  long-term  staff  in- 
volvement. And  at  her  retirement  party 
last  November,  Sam  enthused  as  he  ob- 
served to  a  packed,  diverse  house,  "This 
is  what  Ruth  and  1  always  wanted  the 
world  to  be.  A  harmonious,  multi-gener- 
ational, multi-ethnic  blending  for  a 
common  cause."

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Changing  Street  Names:  Is  It  Sudi  a  Bad  Idea?

So  it  really  is  a  controversy.  Just  like 
that  people  are  checking  their  stationery 
and  deciding  whether  we  should  be  chang- 
ing street  names. 

Over  six  months  ago  I  started  writing 
about  the  historical  street  names  of  Pot- 
rero  Hill.  When  California  became  a 
state  in  the  United  States  of  America  in 
1850,  inspired  city  surveyors  christened 
the  north/south  streets  of  Potrero  Hill 
after  the  states  of  the  Union,  and  the 
east/west  streets  after  the  counties  in 
California.  In  my  research  I  have  been 
unable  to  find  any  other  area  in  Califor- 
nia that  was  honored  with  such  a  distinct- 
ion. 

But  history  can  only  be  controversial 
when  it  comes  down  to  did  it  happen  or 
did  it  not.  Certainly  interpreting  history 
remains  a  controversial  pastime.  The 
history  of  San  Francisco  in  general,  and 
Potrero  Hill  in  particular,  is  a  fascinating 
treasure  worth  digging  into,  and  the  re- 
sulting controversy  is  more  enjoyable  be- 
cause we  all  end  up  learning  something 
new  about  what  happened  years  before 
because  we  love  the  place  so  much  now. 

So  the  concept  of  changing  street  names 
remains  a  sore  topic  among  those  who  re- 
member the  Army/Cesar  Chavez  street 
battles  in  the  mid-90s.  That  was  me.  I 
was  not  and  still  am  not  a  fan  of  the 
changing  of  Army  Street  to  Cesar  Chavez 
Blvd.  it  was  an  example  of  a  single  poli- 
tician pushing  through  an  "honor"  without 
regard  to  the  deeply  held  association 
people  had  with  street  names.  I  would 
change  it  again  if  I  could,  and  I  would  re- 
store it  to  its  original  name,  Colusa  Street. 

Last  month  the  Potrero  View  printed  a 
letter  from  Virginia  Sustarich  who  cared 
about  the  name  of  her  street:  San  Bruno 
Ave.  She  described  her  father  coming  to 


the  hill  in  1903  and  residing  in  Judnick's 
Boarding  House  &  Bar.  She  also  grace- 
fully described  me  as  a  newcomer,  but  as 
Mike  McCone  says,  I'm  just  a  typical 
Californian:  born  someplace  else  but  liv- 
ing here  now,  just  like  the  original  forty 
niners.  Of  course  it  doesn't  take  too  much 
imagination  to  see  Virginia's  father  (who 
was  certainly  a  newcomer  at  the  time) 
seated  at  the  boarding  house  bar  listening 
to  some  old  curmudgeon  complaining  about 
the  county  street  names  bein  changed  to 
boring  old  numbers,  or  Mr.  Judnick  trying 
to  tell  customers  that  he  was  no  longer  on 
Nebraska  Street. 

This  month  Ed  Lortz  on  Butte  Street 
encourages  me  to  drop  the  project  and 
focus  on  other  pressing  problems  of  the 
day.  Mr.  Lortz's  web  site  notes  a  des- 
cription of  this  neighborhood  as  "white 
hot,  trendy  Potrero  Hill."  Be  that  as  it 
may,  having  lived  and  worked  on  Potrero 
Hill  for  nigh  on  28  years,  I  have  heard 
many  descriptions  of  Potrero  Hill,  and 
that  one  is  certainly  not  new.  Other 
famed  descriptions  include  "next  to 
Butchertown,"  and  "the  other  side  of  the 
tracks,"  and  the  old  classic,  "up  and  com- 
ing," as  well  as  the  over-used  70s  moniker 
for  Solano  Street:  "The  next  Union  Street." 

So  it  bears  repeating  here  that  we  are 
attempting  to  RESTORE  the  street  names, 
not  change  them.  Potrero  Hill  street 
names  were  changed  106  years  ago  for 
reasons  that  do  not  stand  the  test  of  time. 

In  the  1890s,  the  Post  Office  was  having 
difficulty  delivering  mail  because  street 
names  were  undergoing  vast  changes. 
City  Hall  wanted  conformity,  and  the 
numbered  streets  that  had  already  blight- 
ed the  Mission  District  in  the  1860s  were 
being  foisted  onto  Potrero  Hill  in  1895. 

Today  we  liave  Highway  101  that  cuts 
off  Potrero  Hill  from  the  Mission  District. 
Only  three  streets  connect  directly  to  the 
Mission  and  there  is  no  plan  to  restore 


16th  and  17th  Streets  to  their  original 
names  (Centre  and  Santa  Clara  respect- 
ively. 

The  Post  Office  today  has  high  speed 
sorting  equipment  and  nine  digit  zip  codes 
that  it  relies  on  far  more  than  the  address 
printed  on  the  envelope. 

Our  neighborhood  has  undergone  radical 
changes  in  the  last  ten  years  and  the  in- 
flux of  a  changing  mix  of  new  people  has 
created  a  need  for  even  more  emphasis 
on  the  history  of  the  hill  we  call  home. 
Love  for  Potrero  Hill  means  that  we  have 
respect  for  what  happened  here  in  the 
past  as  well  as  the  tuture. 

If  the  county  street  names  had  persist- 
ed to  this  day  and  the  Post  Office  wanted 
to  change  the  names  to  numbers  today, 
you  could  easily  hear  the  roar  of  indignat- 
ion citing  the  historical  nature  of  the 
street  names  and  how  proud  we  are  that 
they  grace  our  hill.  It  probably  would 
never  happen.  Street  names  are  import- 
ant and  restoring  the  original  names  to 
our  streets  would  enhance  our  connection 
to  the  past. 

Poor  Parkview  Heights,  now  nestled  be- 
tween Yolo  and  Yuba  (25th  and  26th) 
Streets,  is  saddled  with  names  of  corpor- 
ate executives  of  the  Barrett  Corporation 
who  developed  that  section  of  the  Hill. 
Blair  Terrace  and  Littlefield  Drive  cer- 
tainly have  no  connection  to  the  rest  of 
Potrero  Hill.  Mission  Bay  is  now  under- 
way and  we  should  consider  the  prospect 
of  walking  along  Calellus  Boulevard  or 
Southern  Pacific  Way. 

So  while  I  have  stirred  many  people  who 
favor  the  restoration  of  the  county  street 
names,  I  also  respect  those  who  would 
like  no  changes  whatsoever.  I  ask  you  to 
consider  once  again  the  beauty  of  names 
like  Napa  Street,  Butte  and  Solano 
Streets.  Consider  the  measure  of  histori- 
cal content  that  those  names  represent. 


Consider  that  they  were  unique  in  Calif- 
ornia along  with  their  juxtaposition  to  the 
state  "itreet  names.  Consider  where  you 
might  stand  if  the  numbers  were  being 
proposed  to  replace  the  county  names 
today.  Consider  the  future  of  Potrero 
Hill  if  we  choose  to  ignore  the  honor  be- 
stowed on  us  in  1850;  when  California  be- 
came a  slate  and  this  was  all  new.

The  top  photo  was  taken  in  the  mid-1920s 
from  Bernal  Hill  looking  north  up  Potrero 
Avenue  from  Army  Street.  The  baseball 
diamond  in  Rolph  Park  is  still  there.  The 
train  tracks  came  up  from  Bayshore/San 
Bruno  Avenue.  San  Francisco  General 
Hospital  is  at  the  top  right.  Old-timers 
will  remember  the  Borden  Dairy  in  the 
low  buildings  just  beyond  the  Acme  Grav- 
el Co.  That  land  is  now  the  Potrero  del 
Sol  Park,  which  some  bus  shelter  maps 
refer  to  as  Knudsen  Bloom  Park.  The 
flag  above  the  large  dairy  building  reads: 
Dairy  Delivery.  Serpentine  Avenue  can 
be  seen  at  the  north  end  of  Rolph  Park, 
and  the  dark  building  on  the  west  side  of 
Potrero  is  the  Good  Samaritan  Center, 
torn  down  and  reolaced  after  the  1989 
earthquake.  Jack  Wikert  brought  this 
picture  to  me  after  he  read  last  month's 
article  on  Serpentine  Avenue.  When  1 
first  saw  this  photo,  I  thought,  "That 
little  lunch  spot  looks  good."  Anyone 
remember  it?  (The  "Now"  photo  was 
taken  by  Stephen  Potter  just  a  couple  of 
weeks  ago.)

AND  NOW 
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How  the  Demise  of  Seals  Stadium 
Led  to  Barry  Bonds'  SOOtli  Homer

The  next  time  you're  hosting  some  out- 
of-lowners  at  the  Double  Play  Restau- 
rant, ant)  the  conversation  falters,  try 
this  gambit:  "If  it  wasn't  for  the  Potre- 
ro  district.  Barry  Bonds  never  would 
have  hit  his  500th  home  run,  in  a  San 
Francisco  Giants  uniform." 

Then  you  can  give  the  reasons  as  cap- 
sulized  in  "The  Giants  Encyclopedia." 
co-authored  by  Tom  Schott  and  Nick 
Peters.  And.  of  course,  you  can  explain 
to  the  out-of-towners.  "you  are  dining 
just  acro^^s  the  street  from  the  site  of 
long-ago  demolished  Seals  Stadium,"  a 
field  that  was  a  true  diamond  and  is 
central  to  the  story. 

Schott  and  Peters  write:  "Seals  Stad- 
ium opened  in  1931  and  was  shared  by 
their  civic  rivals,  the  San  Francisco 
Missions  until  '37,  when  the  Missions 
moved  to  Hollywood.  When  the  San 
Francisco  Seals  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
League  set  a  minor  league  attendance 
record  in  1946.  their  ballpark  was  re- 
garded among  the  most  beautiful  in  the 
land.  The  San  Francisco  Giants  were  a 
distant  dream. 

"When  the  first  major  league  game 
was  played  on  the  West  Coast  12  years 
later.  Seals  Stadium  still  was  a  precious 
jewel  of  a  ballpark,  up  to  big-league 
standards  in  every  category  except  seat- 
ing capacity.  There  were  merely  23.500 
seats  but  sight  lines  were  great,  there 
were  no  obstructed  views  and  the  down- 
town location  was  ideal  —  although 
minus  ample  parking. 


"Those  who  loved  Seals  Stadium  and 
its  central  location  proposed  a  second 
deck  to  bring  the  ballpark  up  to  major 
league  standards,  but  the  plan  gained 
little  momentum. 

"The  field  dimensions  also  were  favor- 
able compared  to  those  at  the  Giants' 
home  park  in  New  York,  where  it  was 
257  feet  to  the  right  field,  foul  pole  and 
a  gaudy  449  feet  to  the  alley  in  right. 
Seals  Stadium  was  beautifully  proport- 
ioned: 355  (right)  and  365  feet  down  the 
lines;  375  in  the  alleys  and  412  in  right 
center.  It  had  a  milder  climate  than 
Candlestick  Point. 

"The  original  San  Francisco  Giants 
averaged  just  under  17.000  that  first 
year.  Seals  Stadium  was  big  enough  to 
sustain  big  league  ball,  but  the  plan  for 
a  new  park  was  already  in  the  works." 

Mayor  George  Christopher  helped  lure 
the  Giants  west  by  promising  a  40,000- 
seat  park.  His  effort  was  strongly  supp- 
orted in  the  press,  especially  by  Exam- 
iner sports  editor  Curley  Grieve.  It  also 
helped  that  Giants'  owner  Horace  Stone- 
ham  detected  "the  New  York  feel"  of 
San  Francisco  and  chose  the  Potrero 
rather  than  Los  Angeles. 

With  Seals  Stadium  a  key  catalyst, 
the  logical  chain  of  events  was  set  in 
motion,  climaxing  with  Bonds'  500th 
homer  last  month. 

So  the  argument  eoes:  Without  an 
attractive  site,  centrally  located,  there 
would  be  no  cry  of  "Westward  Ho"  by 
the  Giants,  and  no  relocation,  no  call- 
up  of  Bobby  Bonds,  Barry's  father,  from 


the  farm  system  to  Candlestick,  where 
the  team  had  moved  after  two  seasons. 

It  was  there  on  June  25,  1968,  that 
Bobby  hit  a  grand-slam  homer  against 
the  Dodgers  in  his  first  big-league  at-bat. 
He  was  the  only  big-leaguer  in  the  20th 
century  to  accomplish  the  feat. 

Bobby  eventually  became  the  regular 
right  fielder  and  a  protege  of  center 
fielder  Willie  Mays,  the  team's  leacfer 
and  Barry  Bonds'  godfather. 

Of  course,  the  Potrero  must  share 
credit  for  facilitating  Barry  Bonds'  feat 


with  such  far-lighted  future  owners  as 
Bob  Lurie  and  Peter  Magowan  and 
others  who  intervened  at  critical  junct- 
ures when  the  Giants  were  floundering 
and  facing  another  move. 

Happily,  the  team's  future  seems 
assured  in  San  Francisco'  by  the  jewel 
that  is  PacBell  Park. 

To  that  rosy  prospect,  Barry  Bonds' 
historic  shot  seems  a  fitting  salute.

Graphic  Arts  Workshop: 

A  Half  Century  of  Printmaking 


The  Graphic  Arts  Workshop  has  been  a 
print-making  facility  for  almost  50  years, 
tracing  its  roots  back  five  decades  to  the 
California  Labor  School  where  it  started 
as  part  of  the  Art  Department.  The 
Workshop  survived  as  an  independent 
entity  after  the  school  closed  in  1957, 
receiving  all  of  the  school's  printmaking 
equipment.  The  Workshop's  social  con- 
cerns were  reflected  in  the  style  of  each 
artist's  work  and  in  the  co-operative  en- 
vironment of  a  shared  working  studio. 
In  this  era  of  dot-com  madness,  the  Work- 
shop is  a  rare  and  endangered  survivor 
from  San  Francisco's  unique  creative 
history.
